THE KLAN ISSUE 


The Klan issue should not be dragged 


into the presidential campaign. 
So far 


as this organization iindertakes to ad- 
minister law or its so-calle£ jiastieo. or 
attempts to usurp the functions of gov- 
efhnaent, it can have but one standing be- 
fore the president of the United States, 
regardless of the party to which he may 
belong. Before he can take office he must 
make oath to support the constitution, 
"ft'hen Klan activities attempt to abridge 
the rights of citizens under the constitu- 
tion, when it seeks to destroy religious 
liberty or commit an unlawful act. the 
president and the authority of the na- 
tional government must oppose it. 


Nothing can be accomplished by in- 


jecting the Klan issue into the presiden- 
tial election. Xo candidate, if he is faith- 
ful to his trust, and we are perfectly cer- 
tain he will be whether it is Coolidge, Da- 
vis or La Follette. can have but one poli- 
cy regarding the Klan irrespective of 
whether he speaks against it or not. More 
evil, in our judgment, will come from de- 
claiming against the Klan than by ignor- 
ing it. 
Denunciation of it. whether by 


one or two or all of the candidates for 
' president and vice-president, will only 
serve to spread racial prejudice and reli- 
gious intolerance. From time to time in 
the life of this nation parties and organ- 
izations have sprung up founded on racial 
and religious lines. They have sought to 
array one part of the people against an- 
other on these divisions. 
At the moment 


some of them have appeared to be for- 
midable, but as a matter of fact they 
represented but a small fraction of the 
people, were short-lived and soon disap- 
peared. 


This will be the history of the Ku Klux 


Klan. 
It will die a natural death. 
It 


will live longer and die harder if we are 
so unfortunate as to take it into our poli- 
tics and make it an issue of government. 
There is some prejudice in this country 
against Catholics and Jews. There have 
been 
times 
when 
prejudice 
extend- 


ed to Germans. Italians. Japanese and 
other races. 
Tbe hostility has naturally 


been reciprocated by those against whom 
it was directed- It has never, however, 
been a serious factor in our social and po- 
litical life. 
Notwithstanding the work 


of some misguided zealots, we believe 
religious and racial tolerance have suf- 
fered no decline. On the whole, through- 
out the land. Catholics and Protestants. 
Jews and Gentiles, get on well together 
and will continue to. 
"We think there is 


less antipathy of this character than has 
existed in the past and that the import- 
ance of whatever remains is over-stressed. 
Furthermore, it is more on the surface, 
and is easily thrust aside when we get 
down to bod-rock in our community and 
Bocial relations. 


The first mistake in this campaign re- 


garding the Klan was when the issue was 
forced upon the Democratic convention. 
It should never have boon taken there. 
The nominations of the convention were 
really declared upon this question. Had 
it not been for the Klan either Mr. Me 
Adoo or Mr. Smith probably would have 
been nominated, and it would have 
made no difference so far as religious and 
race tolerance go as to which was se- 
lected. 
Judge Davis has Ml it incum- 


bent to state his opposition to the Klnn by 
reason of what happened at Now York. 
Mr. Ln Follette nnd General Dawos have 
done the same. 
Mr. Coolidge has been 


challenged lo define his position, and 
we do not know whether he will respond 
to it or not. 
"Whether he docs or docs 


not. there can be no doubt, as to his atti- 
tude. 
If he says nothing, he will be ac- 


cused of playing politics, and if he speaks 
he will be adding only needless emphasis 
to the issue. Regardless of what he does. 
the Klan should be suppressed as a cam- 
paign subject. We have had enough of 
it. 
It can become a political controver- 


sy only through suffrance and it would. 
in our humble opinion, be demagogic 
suffrance. . "Whoever is elected president 
has but one duty to perform, and that is 
to adminster the affairs of the govern- 
ment under and in accordance with the 
constitution, and this is a complete an- 
swer to the Klan issue in every respect. 
Nothing could be more deplorable than if 
the eletion jhould turn in &ny sense upon 
the Klan.-for that would be equivalent 
to choosing a government for racial and 
religious reasons. 


Texas has just decided an election on 


the Klan issue, and while all law-abiding 
and good American citizens may rejoice 
that the Klan was routed, it is neverthe- 
less a matter for deep regret and con- 
cern that the government of the state 
should be declared on this question. 
It 


can only serve to fan the flames of hos- 
tility and antagonism and to continue un- 
duly long the controversy over race and 
religion in that state. 
The Ku Klux 


Klan can have but one ending, and we 
can hasten that ending by keepig it out 
of our politics. Since all parties and can- 
didates are for religious and race toler- 
ance, and against intolerance and any 
abridgment of constitutional guarantees 
in this respect, it is time to drop the is- 
sue. 


' BARROW'S PLEA 


Clarence Darrow's defense of Loeb and 


Leopold, and particularly his plea to the 
court for clemency, will go'down in legal 
history as one of the great criminal 
cases. It is not unlikely that Mr. Dar- 
row, even at his present age. is putting 
more into this trial than he has ever put 
into any other. 
Everyone admits it is 


a masterly effort. 
There is no doubt that 


the court is impressed and that the prose- 
cution, "with a perfect case." is really 
the side that is on the defensive. 
}Ve 


do not know how much of Mr. Darrow's 
effort, which will be read by students of 
law a,s a model of jurisprudence, is for 
the reputation of the lawyer and how 
much for the reputation of his conscience. 


This much, however, is clear to those 


who are not under the sway of his voice, 
emotions and mannerisms, that he has re- 
sorted to every trick of legal and drama- 
tic art to win his point. 
Mr. Darrow's 


speech is in, effect a plea against capital 
punishment. 
If he believes in his argu- 


ment as much as he is endeavoring to im- 
press the court and spectators, is he not 
addressing the wrong tribunal? 
Should 


he not be before the legislature of the 
state of Illinois to have the statute defin- 
ing murder amended so as not only to 
abolish capital punishment, but to relieve 
minors fic-i' 
consequence of grave 


crimes b< 
their youth and be- 


cause of 
• 
^s and peculiarities? 


"We think t 
^e Mr. Darrow ought 


to be. If theie i.- any truth and founda- 
tion for what he is trying to persuade tha 
judge to do in the court of justice, the 
criminal statutes of Illonois are wrong 
and should be changed. 


So far as these two murderers are con- 


cerned, and as the law stands, we 
think Mr. Darrow's plea is specius. His 
business is to save their necks and that 
is what he is determined to do. 
If he 


succeeds it will be an invitation to youth 
all over the country to engage in crime 
on the least temptation or suggestion and 
enter in defense the doctrine of irrespon- 
sibility. 


Mr. Darrow says the wealth of his cli- 


ents has been a heavy handicap. We no 
not agree with him. 
It is their wealth 


and that alon« that has made possible 
this defense. Is Mr. Darrow or any other 
great lawyer of the country making stu- 
pendous fights to save the neck? of poor, 
inconspicuous criminals who had little or 
no chance in life to make good?
